MEANINGFUL DEBATE ABOUT MASSACHUSETTS 


Charlie Baker, 

former head 
of Harvard Pilgrim 
Health Care and one- 
time finance chief for 
governors William 
Weld and Paul Cellucci, 
was scheduled to file 
papers this week to 
officially open his 
gubernatorial cam- 
paign. With that, 
also unofficially kicks 
off the 2010 Massachu- 
setts election season. 

Baker does so with 
the tailwind of a stun- 
ning Boston poll, 
reported this past 
Sunday, that showed 
widespread disenchantment with Gov- 
ernor Deval Patrick. Also hoping to take 
advantage blues are super- 
market tycoon Christy Mihos, who has 
announced his second run at the office, 
this time as a Republican, and State Trea- 
surer Tim Cahill, who is widely expected 
to announce his Independent candidacy 
later this summer. 

The four candidates will have plenty 
money throw around, and with 
their early announcements have 
plenty of time to campaign. 
The question is, will they 
thoughtfully deliberate the 
pressing issues facing the 
Commonwealth? 

Let's put it this way: in 
serious times like these, we 
afford the frivolous gen- 
eral-election campaign 
had in 2006. That year, COP 
nominee Kerry Healey ran a 
disgraceful crusade based 
fear-mongering; Patrick, after 
winning a relatively robust 
primary contest, cautiously 
nursed large lead the polls. 

Baker certainly has the knowledge 
and experience to seriously discuss is- 
sues that have by no means gone away 
with passage of the state budget: eco- 
nomic development, public revenues, 
health-care-cost containment, and 
transportation, for starters. 

However, the concern here is that 
Baker may play to his Republican primary 
audience by shrieking “socialism” and 
denouncing all taxes — or by saying that 
“Beacon Hill turned crisis into 
calamity,” does the campaign vid- 
posted his Web site earlier this week. 

Fortunately, early signs are that Baker 
will not pander to the right on social is- 
sues, his former boss Weld surprising- 
ly and sadly did during his ill-fated run 
for governor of New York three years ago. 
Weld, stalwart champion gay rights, 
U-turned his LCBT friends during that 
campaign. 

To his credit, Baker recently affirmed 
his backing same-sex marriage.

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Brave New Advertorial 


This week's reminder that journalism isn’t in 
Kansas anymore comes via a funky advertising 
concept showcased at nytimes.com/magazine — 
where, as you'd expect, the contents of the New 
York Times Magazine are available for Web readers. 

I’m currently looking at a box titled “Star- 
bucks Mini News,” which sits on the right side of 
the page toward the top. The box contains links 
to Times stories on technology (a 2008 David Pogue 
piece on a pocket projector), travel (Michael 
Finkel’s 1999 item on Japan's extra-small hotel 
rooms), and arts (the Whitney’s tiny, Alexander 
Calder-designed circus, as described by Kathryn 
Shattuck last year). A few minutes ago, three 
different Times pieces were on offer. The fourth 
option, though, has remained constant: it’s a 
plug for Starbucks’s new Mini Card —“makes 
coffee more convenient”! — that 
promptly redirects to starbucks. 
com/card when clicked. 

The implications here are 
worth pondering. The afore- 
mentioned Times pieces weren't 
written for Starbucks, obviously; 
instead, they were incorporated 
because — at the risk of stating the 
obvious — they deal with things 
which, like the Starbucks card, 
are really little. Still, a case can 
be made that the new context in 
which these stories are now being 
presented fundamentally alters 
their character: they’ve been trans- 
formed, retroactively, into advertorial 
content. (Did 1 mention that, when 
the aforementioned stories get 
pulled up, they’re accompanied by 
still more ads for the Mini Card?) 

For now, it seems, neither the 
general public nor journalism ethicists need 
be too concerned. After all, it’s unlikely that 
Starbucks’s crafty pitchmanship is going to 
make the Times’ journalists (or anyone else’s) 
prioritize subjects that could be useful to big 
advertisers down the road. For one thing, that 
would cause a huge scandal if it actually hap- 
pened; for another, it’s hard to say what, ex- 
actly, those hypothetical subjects would be.

That said, the ad campaign does represent 
a significant conceptual shift. As a colleague 
of mine put it, journalists have traditionally 
agonized about advertising encroaching on the 
news. Here, that dynamic has been reversed: 
news content is now invading advertising space — 
or, more accurately, being conscripted into it. 

If you work in a newsroom, or just want 
the boundary between news and advertising to 


remain sacrosanct, that’s an uncomfortable con- 
ceptual shift. And with the news industry strug- 


gling to survive — and publishers scrambling 
for new sources of revenue — chances are that it 
won't be the last one we see.

All eyes are therefore on City Councilors 


Michael Flaherty and Sam Yoon as they vie 

for the chance to unseat Menino, who with 
16 years as Boston’s political chief under his 
belt is the city’s longest-serving mayor. 

The final election may shape up to be 
the most serious challenge the incum- 
bent has faced since winning election 
in 1993. But so far, at least, the race has 

been sedate affair. Yoon 
and Flaherty focus their 
fire on Menino. They 
rarely take aim at each 
other: not on the 
stump, not their 
literature, and not in 
interviews. 
There are reasons 
for that, the pri- 
mary one being 
that whoever sur- 
vives the prelimi- 
nary will need the 
others’ voters in the 
general election. 
But that may be a 
difficult task since 
Flaherty and Yoon 
are chasing different 
types voters for the 
September 22 contest. 
Flaherty is targeting the 
more traditional and 
reliable set that prefers 
him to Menino. Yoon, 
meanwhile, is after 
those elusive “New 
Boston” voters who 
turned out in droves 
for Barack Obama 
and Deval Patrick’s 
elections, but who 
rarely show for 
municipal contests. 
Perhaps as 
the preliminary 
approaches the 
two will train their 
cannon fire one 
another. But for 
now, their détente 
makes it difficult 
for a voter to decide 
which would be the 
more potent oppo- 
nent in November. 


CHANGE VS. CHANGE 


Flaherty and Yoon have much in common. 
They are only months apart in age, with 
the former recently turning 40 and the lat- 
ter joining him in January. They hold the 
same job and similar progressive positions 
on major issues. On the stump, they criticize 
Menino for a similar litany of woes: lack of 
parency; closed or ed processes, par- 
nent; avoidance of 
responsibility; slow adoption of technology; 
and tolerance mere adequacy, particularly 
in the city’s schools. 

There are differences, to be sure. Flaherty 
wants to reform the Boston Redevelopment 
Authority, while Yoon wants to shut it 
down. Flaherty has more aggressive and 
comprehensive plan for reforming public 
schools. Yoon takes harder line reform- 
ing the police and fire departments (whose 
unions are major supporters Flaherty). 

More generally, Flaherty was born and 
raised in Southie — he’s a Boston College 
and High double-Eagle with Boston 
University law degree — which often gives 
his discussions the city some depth. Yoon 
is a relative newcomer to Boston — not 
only born in South Korea but educated 
at Princeton before coming to Boston via 
Harvard's Kennedy School of Government — 
which makes it more compelling when he 
tells audiences that “we can’t wait four more 
years” to put Boston on a new track. 

But the real contrast in their rhetoric, 
and probably in fact, is similar to that which 
emerged between Obama and Hillary Clinton 
during their epic primary struggle. They, 
like Flaherty and Yoon, were striving to be 
candidate” for primary voters 
who wanted flush every trace George 
Bush from the White House. 

Obama embodied that spirit outsid- 
er, both terms race and political experi- 
ence. Clinton, saddled with obVious “insider” 
experience, countered that she combined the 
desire for a new direction with the political 
skill and experience make happen. 

Flaherty five-term councilor and son 
Irish Boston pol making the same 
argument when he frequently describes him- 
self between old and new Boston.” 


ODD MAN OUT 

That precedent would seem to bode well for 
Yoon: Obama won in Boston — as did Patrick, 
who trounced Tom Reilly in the similarly 
themed 2006 gubernational primary. And 
yet, in between the Patrick and Obama elec- 
tions, Flaherty easily out-polled Yoon the 
2007 City Council election. 

The reasons why that race ended so dif- 
ferently help explain why the vast major- 
ity Boston’s political observers believe 
Flaherty will defeat Yoon in this year’s 
mayoral preliminary. 

Put simply, New Bostonians includ- 
ing young adults, minorities, progressive 
professionals, recent the city, 
and new citizens historically don’t vote

in odd-year city elections. They came out for 
Obama and Patrick, but stayed home for the 
municipal election in between. So, in 2007, 
the plummeted the Yoon-friendly 
precincts, while staying relatively strong 
Flaherty areas. 

In fact, the Yoon campaign estimates 
there are more than 135,000 people the 
city who voted in either '06 or 08, but not 
in ‘os or 07 — a figure three times the total 
turnout in 2007. 

Observers are highly skeptical this pattern 
will change. Yoon’s “unreliable” voters, they 
say, take little interest in local politics. They 
watch Keith Olbermann and Jon Stewart (if 
anything political), not Jon Keller. 

Flaherty, however, has over time built 
a strong base of city-election voters, and a 
well-oiled, far-reaching field operation get 
them the polls. reaching out all 
crowds, and recently met with 
ingly Yoon-friendly organiza- 
tions Drinking Liberally and 
Progressives. even speaks 
passable Spanish. 

Plus, Flaherty has devel- 
oped an engaging humili- 
ty — with jokes about failing 
the Massachusetts bar three 
times, for instance — and 
directness that makes 
for distinct lack dyna- 
mism on the stump, where 
tends speak too softly, 
repeat himself too frequently, 
and meander rather than 
inspire. 

Relying on political machin- 
ery, municipal-labor muscle, 
and disillusioned progressives 
strikes some antithetical 
the notion change-and-prog- 
ress campaign.

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The Obama-

Sam Yoon and Michael Flaherty have faced each 
other twice before — in at-large City Council 
elections, for which Bostonians could select both of 
ther among their four votes. For a true head-to-head 
comparison, perhaps the 2008 presidential primary 
between Barack Obama and Hillary Clinton can serve 
as a Surrogate. At least, Yoon might hope so: Obama 
bested Clinton here by 10,000 votes 

According to a Phoenix analysis of Boston 
election data, in 2007 Yoon received more votes 
than Flaherty in 90 percent of city precincts where 
Obama won a year later. Flaherty won 88 percent 
of precincts carried by Clinton 

The same pattern held for the 2006 gubernatorial

conservative voters, or even Menino-hat- 
ing firefighters, flocking to Yoon’s side, 
given their general distaste for progressives 
and for the kind racial politics that Yoon 
engaged in when he formed “Team Unity” 
with fellow Councilors Chuck Turner, 
Charles Yancey, and Felix Arroyo. 

Moderates and liberals are also thought 
more open Flaherty’s “bridge 
between old and new” approach, thanks 
the post-election experiences of Obama and 
Patrick, who have struggled to transform 
Washington and Beacon Hill, respectively. 

Still, the Yoon camp believes it has a few 
things going for its side. One strategist 
James Spencer, highly respected veteran 
of campaigns in Boston and throughout 
the country, who, insiders warn, should 
Obama supporters, building the field team 
around them, and intends to get 35,000 of 
which, if reached, should be more than 
enough finish the top two. 

Yoon’s volunteers may not be as experi- 
enced or numerous as Flaherty’s, but they 
are undeniably energetic and motivated. 

That effort may get boost from non- 
partisan effort, taking place through 
coalition of community groups in the city. 
They are targeting voter-education efforts 
to a list of 55,000 Bostonians who voted for 
the first time last November (and who have 
never before voted in a Boston city elec- 
tion). Although this coalition pro- 
moting one candidate over another, the list 
is heavy with young adults, new citizens, 
and recent Boston transplants — all likely 
Yoon voters. 

Yoon himself has improved candi- 
date, too. Once a skinny wonk lost in his 
suit, he now rolls up his sleeves and loosens 
his collar, and speaks engagingly and with 
huinor and animation. 


RIDE THE LIGHTNING 

Flaherty has done fine job promoting the 
notion that Boston needs to make a major 
systems upgrade from the once-useful 

but now-obsolete model installed back in 
1993, Say neutral observers. Particularly ef- 
fective was Flaherty’s “Good — Better” ad 
campaign, which compared the Menino- 
Flaherty choice with old and new pairings, 
like a Walkman and an iPod. 

But, those observers caution, his hard 
work and money may in the end serve as 
advertising for Yoon. 

After all, Flaherty — with his prema- 
turely gray hair and his undeniable simi- 
larity Irish-heritage pols like District 
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primary, with Deval Patrick winning more than half 
the vote (in 4 three-way race against Tom Reilly and 
Chris Gabrieli) in almost all the precincts where Yoon 
topped Flaherty 

Yoon would be thrilled to repeat Obama and Pat- 
rick’s success. But the same data reveals the reason 
why, in their own races, Flaherty has topped Yoon 
with room to spare. Turnout in the Obama-Yoon 
precincts declined far more — to less than a third, 
in many cases — than did the Clinton-Fliaherty pre- 
cincts for the 2007 city election. In Boston, Clinton 
voters are more likely than Obama voters to show up 
when local offices are on the line

Attorney Dan Conley of West Roxbury and 
State Senator Jack Hart of Dorchester — 
looks almost equally outdated next to 
Yoon. As one veteran political consultant 
puts it, one “change candidate” looks 

like New Boston and one looks like James 
Michael Curley. 

Of course, none of that will matter if 
voters don’t pay enough attention Yoon 
make that comparison. His fundraising 
has not gone well, which has hurt his vis- 
ibility. He has spent little of his meager 
funds over the spring and summer, doing 
no significant advertising or mailings, and 
paying only a handful of staffers — and 
still his campaign heads into August with 
only about $200,000 in the bank. Yoon says 
he will spend every penny in the stretch 
run to the preliminary — gladly starting at 
zero September 23. 

Flaherty has closer to $500,000, even 
after outspending Yoon all year. But 
might try to hold rhuch of that in reserve, 
say local politicos, because his core support- 
ers have already given the maximum and 
he would have a tougher time replenishing 
for the general-election campaign when 
he’ll be facing Menino, who has §1.5 mil- 
lion on hand after already spending more 
than $800,000 this year. 

In that difference lies one important 
piece of this Flaherty-Yoon clash. Flaherty 
has steady appeal, but little chance 
catching 
Yoon demonstrated that quality in his 
out-of-nowhere 2005 citywide victory, 
and could against Menino particu- 
larly Yoon captures the imagination 
the city’s racial minorities, which have 
been Menino’s safety net. A Boston-based 
political consultant harkens back to how 
Southern black voters, thought to have 
been Clinton’s pocket, seemed switch 
their allegiance to Obama overnight 
when his campaign cracked the sense 
Clinton’s inevitability. 

That possibility is why, almost unani- 
mously, seasoned political observers argue 
that Yoon is the greater threat to Menino — 
true, Yoon may get trounced, but he also 
might excite the electorate enough pull 
off surprising win.

That will 
leave only two weeks for Flaherty and Yoon 
woo the city before the preliminary vote.

huge jazz fan, who ensured his favorite drummers — Buddy Rich, Max Roach — were booked on the show. 
In fact, comedy and drumming are linked in ways that go beyond the incidental. And it’s not just the perennial 
popularity of “drummer jokes.” (What's the difference between a drummer and a savings bond? One will mature 


and make money.) 


After a quick think I came up with a dozen comedians — including Carson and, well, one Muppet — who were also 
percussionists. (Or, couple cases, drummers who happened funny.) The question, then: why that? 

Is it the drummer's subordinate place on the stage — seated, hidden behind a kit well toward the back while the 
sexier instruments strut their stuff — that sees them translating humility into clownish attention seeking or sharp- 
witted cynicism? does simply have with the essential importance spot-on timing both music and 
comedy? Either way, it’s hard not notice how many slapstickers double stick slappers their spare time. 


JERRY LEWIS 
Speaking Buddy Rich, head over YouTube 
see “the world’s greatest drummer” in a drum-off 
against France's favorite funnyman. In this clip, 
Lewis saddles up in his 
gargantuan custom- 
ized kit complete 
with tribal toms, a 
gong, and 
even a bank of chimes. 
He warms up with 
some light paradiddles 
and ratamacues (or 
whatever they're called 
. ..nodrummer am J), and Rich follows suit. 
Then some quick staccato rolls, again matched 
stroke for stroke. And onward the competition 
ratchets up, with Lewis holding his own toa 
certain point, at least — against the jazz great. 


BILL COSBY 
Famous for his quick-talking rhythmic patter, the 
Cos is another comedian whose skill behind the 
kit finds voice his routines. Check out the clip 
at drummerworld.com 
of Cosby describing his 
experience sitting with 
jazzman Sonny Stitt. It’s a 
tour force onomatopoeic 
description, with Cosby 
mimicking his own mel- 
low, in-the-pocket playing. 
(Well, at least until it’s time 
to play “Cherokee.”) If that whets your appetite, get 
thee to iTunes and check out Quincy Jones and Bill Cosby: 
The Original Jam Sessions 1969 — specifically Cosby’s 
mouth-sound masterpiece “Hikky-Burr.” 


CHEVY CHASE 
Will his new show, Community, be the comeback he’s 
been after for, oh, say, 30 years now? Maybe; prob- 
ably not. But there are certain feathers Cornelius 
Crane Chase will always have in his cap: that dead- 
pan Gerald Ford impersonation , Caddyshack, and 
the fact that he was the drummer in the original 
incarnation of Steely 
Dan. Yes, Chase played 
with Donald Fagen 
and Walter Becker in 
their “bad jazz band” 
(Chase’s description}. 
Leather Canary. The trio 
didn’t record any music 
together, but you can

“bonkers”) is trying to com- 

pete with Via Matta (“crazy route”). 
Location-wise, the karma is mixed — 
this was the original address of 
Davio’s, but more recently Croma. The 
latter was an attempt to sell Boston, 
home of the earliest reference to pizza 
in any American newspaper, on the 
virtues of pizza as they like it in the 
North of England. It also had tandoori 
chicken pizza. How crazy was that? 

Chef-wise, my colleague MC Slim JB 
thinks of Pazzo executive chef 
Bill Bradley as a major-leaguer 
batter coming back from a 

rehab stretch in the suburbs. 
Having missed Bradley's open- 
ing stint at the Carmen, I tend 
to think of him as a really 
good relief pitcher — collect- 
ing the save for Marisa locco at 
Bricco and cleaning up Rustic Kitchen 
after a shaky start by Todd English. His 
style is Italian, a little minimalist, and 
strongest on the pasta courses. 

But here’s Bradley making a spot 
Start at Pazzo, and he’s dazzling in the 
opening innings. His Venetian-style fri- 
to misto ($12) mixes familiar calamari, 
less-familiar Maine rock shrimp (sweet 
as bay scallops), unfamiliar caper ber- 
ries, green beans, and the most extraor- 
dinary fried lemon slices — dry yet tart. 
There is a peppery mayonnaise dip, too, 
but who cares? 

His bread is holey sourdough with 
some crust; the dip is near-liquid white- 
bean paste and olive oil, the better to 
coat the tongue with garlic. Crilled arti- 
chokes ($8) are simply dabbed with feta 
cheese and a lemon-mint marinade. 
Another Bradley signature is brus- 
chetta, this one based on toasting that 
terrific sourdough bread. The appetizer 
version ($7) is flavored with Italian tuna

and covered with white beans, arugula, 
and olives that all get tuna-fied. You 
also get three bruschetta in the mussels 
appetizer ($10), a big heap of summer 
mussels in a peppery tomato sauce that 
had us eating the toasts in preference to 
the shellfish. 

Rustic Kitchen was a crash course in 
postmodern pizzetta for Bradley, but at 
Pazzo he has settled into a mature style. 
The most radical pie uses cambazola 
cheese ($12), a century-old combination 

of a triple cream with a mild 
blue cheese. (Think: CAMem- 
Bert/gorgonZOLA. ) It looks like 
a regular four-slice cheese piz- 
za, but tastes like blue cheese 
— when you aren't eating a dab 
of strong olive relish or a slice 
of roasted garlic. That’s a lot of 
flavor, and the thin crust has 
bubbles of gooey, fresh bread 
at the edges. For a light supper, com- 
bine it with the local farmers salad ($8), 
made with golden beets, white beans, 
spinach, bits of olive, and an interesting 
aged feta. 

The new pasta on the block is “gnu- 
di” ($18), which looks like gnocchi, but 
are made of ricotta ravioli filling. Ital- 
ian cooks think of them as unclothed 
ravioli — appropriate, since the word 
means “nude.” Bradley gets them to 
hold a perfectly cylindrical shape, so 
you have what looks like a long platter 
of six sea scallops, and tastes like low- 
carb herbal pasta. They make a terrific 
combination with a sauce of pulled 
duck meat and wild mushrooms, most- 
ly oyster mushrooms. 

you want real scallops, try the un- 
usually lemony asparagus risotto ($21), 
which features a “three pea salute” of 
English peas, sugar snaps, and pea ten- 
drils. It would be better if it had less salt. 

In the key of meat, grilled rack

of Berkshire pork ($22) is a two-inch 
double chop that’s nicely cooked 
through and tender enough to cut with 
a fork. With it you get outstanding 
mashed potatoes, spiced pickled grapes 
(with some pickled pepper rings), and 
roasted parsnips and carrots of concen- 
trated sweetness and flavor. The crust 
of the meat might be a bit peppery, but 
there’s enough meat that you can carve 
it to suit your own palate. 

A baked shrimp casserole ($19) is 
a more pedestrian combination of 
large shrimp, feta cheese, orzo pasta, 
and not enough spinach. Pan-roasted 
local cod ($19) came on another de- 
cently large bruschetta, the better to 
absorb the spicy tomato broth. Ours 
came to the table underdone — al- 
ways the right mistake to make since 
it’s easily fixed. 

Pazzo has a full bar and full bar 
scene on a hot summer weeknight, 
much of it outdoors. The wine list 
is Italian and American and fairly 
priced, like the entrées. A glass of 
La Valentina rose of montepulciano 
d’Abruzzo ($7/glass; $24/bottle) was 
light, dry, and quaffable. 

Desserts closed out well without 
too much innovation. My favorite 
was a warm pear tart ($8) in the free- 
form style with some almond flavor 
(maybe a thin marzipan layer). Warm 
chocolate cake ($9) was mostly molten 
chocolate, set off by vanilla gelato 
with cherries. Our choice of assorted 
sorbets and gelati ($8) was fig: a fairly 
dry flavor, not unlike coffee, but three 
rich scoops. Crémie briilée ($8) was ab- 
solutely the cliché: perfectly executed 
with a standout lacy plate decoration 
of chocolate and caramel syrups. 

Service on a weeknight was excel- 

lent. The interiors are up and down- 
stairs from street level, and have all 
the trappings of modern romance: 
candles in red glasses, dark wood, big 
mirrors, all-black tile bathrooms, and 
enough noise to force couples back to 
body language. I think moderate pric- 
ing is newly sexy, as well. ©

DORADO TACOS CEMITAS 


BRAVING THE EARLY CROWDS FOR STREET-FOOD FLAVORS FROM BAJA AND-PUEBLA

It's unfair to review brand-new restaurants, and yet | found myself dining at Dorado Tacos & Cemitas, a casual, counter-service 
Mexican joint near Coolidge Corner, just days after its debut. | was curious to see how Dorado would do with fish tacos, the 
Baja, California, taqueria standby that New England chefs rarely get quite right. More important, | couldn't wait to try a cemita 
($5.99), the popular street-food sandwich from Puebla. I'm happy to report that Dorado does a fantastic job with this compli- 


cated sandwich that layers black beans, chipotle adobo, oaxaca cheese (shreddy and mozzarella-like), cilantro, and avocado on a 
good, round sesame-seed bun

THREE STOOGES SHAKESPEARE? Hey, nobody ever said The Comedy Errors was Hamlet. 


bay Ephesus laps Collins Av- 
enue in Commonwealth Shakespeare 
Company’s Latin-tinged, frisky if over- 
frenetic The Comedy of Errors (at the Parkman 
Bandstand on Boston Common through 
August 16). It is not across sands of sub- 
tlety but through a spray of salsa that the 
perpetrators of this 1930s-South-Beach-set 
riff Shakespeare’s early comedy prat- 
fall, promenade, and fling beach balls 
potential tragedy morphs into broad farce, 
with two sets identical twins repeatedly 
mistaken for each other. The confusion 
continues to the point where you half-ex- 
pect the hottie lifeguard installed by direc- 
tor Steven Maler rise from his perch and 
scream, “Don’t you get it? There are two 
pairs of you!” But either there’s sunscreen 
in his eyes or he, like the rest of us, must 
accept faith the premise that American 
Repertory Theatre mainstay Remo Airaldi 
and Elliot Norton Award winner Larry 
Coen are dead ringers. (Ditto Dan Roach 
and Josh Stamell, who play their debonair 
if abusive masters.) In fact, Airaldi and 
Coen, despite being gotten up in beanies, 
bloomers, and argyles matching their 
characters’ monikers, look about as much 
alike any two the Three Stooges 
with whom they appear have taken 
Shakespeare tutorial. 

The good news that, Commonwealth 
Shakespeare Company having been cut 
loose by the Citi Performing Arts Center, 
there is free Shakespeare on the Common 
for these two gifted clowns bob and 
kick spew laughter from the rugrats 
standing for Elizabethan groundlings.

n addition to being passionately hopeful that 


a new world might be ushered in by a new 
eneration of which I was a part, I'd had a cou- 
ple of my own pieces accepted by Rolling Stone 
and was hoping to become part of that, too. 
But I was disquieted by Woodstock then, 
and this feeling grew more intense time 
went on. There was the crowd’s demand for a 
free festival. I'd done some concert promotion 


and watched others do it, and I knew it was 
hard work. I also knew musicians and was 
aware of how difficult their work could be. I 
didn’t understand why these gate crashers, 
who | assumed were middle-class white kids 
(though crowd shots I've seen recently show 
far more black faces than would have been in 
a similar shot three years later), felt they had 
right free entertainment. 

was also put off the juggernaut 
hype that followed the event, hype that was 
generated the media including Roll- 
ing Stone — and snowballed as the release of 
Michael Wadleigh’s 1970 documentary drew 
near. By the time the film came out, I was 
living in San Francisco and working for Rolling 
Stone, and my colleagues and I got to attend 
screening big theater with deluxe 
sound system. I wasn't aware at the time that 
much what some people thought was the 
best music played at the festival — like the 
performances by the Band and the Crateful 
Dead — hadn’t made it into the film. Neither 
was | aware that some of the music on 
screen — specifically the much-hyped debut 
of Crosby, Stills & Nash — had been re-re- 
corded afterward. As a music critic, I was 
appalled Ten Years After’s interminable 
“Goin’ Home,” but not appalled was 
by the many people I read and talked to who 
considered it the highlight of the film.

the years went by, found the endless 
attempts to replicate Woodstock depress- 
ing. Of course, “replicate” is the wrong 
word: nobody wanted repeat the filth 
and the mud and the bad sound system. 
No, these were attempts to do it right. That’s 
what was depressing: world where the 
drugs choice had gone from the kind that 
made you passive and inert (marijuana, 
LSD) to the kind that made you surly and 
aggressive (alcohol and amphetamines), 
idiots were still trying to cram 100,000 
people into field and make profit 
peaceful gathering that had way hap- 
pening, and you still got filth, mud, and bad 
sound. went only couple events like 
this, and I made sure I had VIP access and a 
way to get home. Even so, I found them so 
physically grueling that was impossible 
enjoy the music. And that the 
point? Well, no: people came get stoned, 
hang out, throw frisbees, drink, and flirt, 
all to a soundtrack that was a lot like the lo 
cal FM radio station, only louder and more 
distorted. Some came hear the bands, 
but not as many as you'd think. 

That’s why it was so refreshing, about 
10 years after the event, to hear I wasn’t 
alone. was car riding from one gig 
another with George Clinton, who though 
his music was grounded the black com-

munity had always made it his mission to 
reach out white fans. Someone, probably 
his publicist, mentioned Woodstock. Clin- 
ton exploded. “Man, don’t even talk 
about Woodstock! I was there! Everyone’s 
always saying how Woodstock was the 
beginning. no! was the end! Once 
was a time, you wanted some weed, you 
could ask your friend and lay some 
you, and you’d pay him back when you had 
some. But Woodstock, there were signs: 
“Weed for sale!’ Once, a musician was a cat 
like you, only could sing and play better 
than you — you know, like Bob Dylan — not 
some god on a stage! Woodstock invented 
rock stars, man.” 

wasn’t completely right, course. 
People had been selling marijuana at least as 
far back as Mezz Mezzrow’s 1920s Chicago. 
And rock stars had place and time 
invention (which I also doubt), it was the 
Monterrey Pop Festival in 1967, where star 
turns by the Who, Janis Joplin, and Jimi 
Hendrix, among others, changed the rock 
landscape. But each generation discovers 
things anew, and Clinton’s outrage, at least, 
was appropriate to his. 

As time went on, the rock festival be- 
came institution, especially Europe 
huge events like Roskilde and Rock Ring 
have now existed for decades. has noth- 
ing with building new world 
they’re where you test-market strategies for 
youth-oriented products. And the hordes 
who battered the gates Woodstock have 
migrated to the Internet, where, with an 
identical sense of entitlement, they’re 
downloading from torrent sites. 

One thing they’re probably not doing, 
however, is going to www.woodstock.com. 
There find number things you 
probably expected posters and memo- 
rabilia from the festival, DVDs of the new 
“director's cut” of Woodstock, the six-disc 
box set live performances along with 
number things you probably didn’t, 
like very random concert reviews and a 
section “living green.” you look care- 
fully, you’ll see that the whole thing 
owned and operated Sony. Wow, man: 
40 years later and the Japanese own Wood- 
stock. Heavy! 

All this has come into existence because 
of that goth anniversary. (Forty, after all, 
the new So: the people who were 
Woodstock will be 70 on its soth anniver- 

sary, so let’s take advantage of the market- 
ing opportunities while those folks are still 
alive.) But Woodstock was an illusion when 
it happened, and 40 years hasn’t changed 
that. It’s one of those relics of the 1960s that 
gets trotted out show younger genera- 
tions how much better things were then, 
an assertion the youngsters are perfectly 
correct in not believing. Oh, it wasn’t com- 
pletely awful. inspired very nice song 
by Joni Mitchell (who wasn’t there), and 
there were some memorable musical mo- 
ments (though almost nobody heard Jimi 
Hendrix’s astonishing set because everyone 
had left by then). But George Clinton was 
right: far from being the start new era, 
was the end one, and inglorious end 
at that. If it were up to me, I'd just say let it 
be. But where’s. the money in that? ©

You said it, program hawker. This sad 
little insight tucked into the pitch the kid 
milk crate outside Fenway last Wednes- 
day night was worth more than the program 
itself. (Which saying lot.) There was 
time when man with armful Beatles- 
related swag risked losing that arm ina 
frenzy commerce. But Wednesday’s crowd 
(massive, mixed, pre-beered, and single- 
minded finding their seats) washed past 
the vendors with the indifference river. 
People lately are lot more interested the 
experience than in the artifact, so though a 
$25 glossy program or a $40 adjustable Paul 
cap might have seemed exorbitant, the $205 
seats and $8 drafts did not. 

However people about justifying 
expensive rock experience whether laun- 
dering through nostalgia, taking 
sound investment in one’s pop-culture eq- 
uity, or writing it off as a de facto co-pay to- 
ward rock’s fast-failing status quo Paul 
McCartney show just seems . . . different, 
excusable, maybe even compulsory. Such 
an aura of obligation can sour anyone’s 
excitement, but unless just awful, 
your cynicism match for this kind 
expertly executed, gleamingly loud, some- 
times explosive (“Live and Let Die”) two- 
and-a-half-hour jaunt through 50 years of 
finer moments don’t care how 
long the “Give Peace Chance” coda tacked 
onto “A Day in the Life” goes on. 

McCartney was careful to balance 
his role as custodian of a treasured 
legacy — inviting lengthy applause be- 
fore tributes to John (“Here Today”) and 
George (“Something,” performed on his 
old uke) with his signature ham factor. 
leapt out his buttoned coat reveal 
red suspenders, then stuck his tongue out 
suggest might have just polished 
off a matching lollipop backstage. He 
led the crowd into gibberish-parroting 
session for two full minutes; egged 
thousands moms into resuscitating 


the screams of their girlhood; he fanned 
black smoke out of his face and rolled his 
watering eyes his own pyrotechnics. 
But though the mood shifted as quickly 
the lighting rig, the performance 

was one vast expanse solid. Cuitarists 
Rusty Anderson and Brian Ray did tone 
dorks everywhere proud with faithful 
recitations heavily policed solos. Key- 
boardist Paul Wickens drew wicked soul 
from his unfortunate bank pre-sets. 
And drummer Abe Laboriel Jr. ran the 
spectrum from gentle mental.

“Paperback Writ- 
er” sported hazy montage Richard 
Prince’s “Nurse” paintings, and “Dance 
Tonight” gave everyone a chance to grab 
pretzel. Hate him you want, but dude 
wasn’t there let people down. 

When I darted out onto Van Ness dur- 
ing the second encore catch com- 
muter rail, the sidewalks were teeming 
with ticketless listeners — kids with 
brown bags, couples in cars — softly 
singing along “Yesterday.” street full 
of strangers singing in unison can count 
musical miracle and I’m lean- 
ing toward the latter.

To fill this developing need, colleges 
and universities have begun offering 
courses in online social media and blog- 
ging while updating communications, 
marketing, and business curriculums 
integrate tools like Bebo, AOL instant mes- 
senger, Facebook, MySpace, and Twitter. 

The “Virtual Communities/Social 
Media” course at the University of Cali- 
fornia Berkeley taught author 
and esteemed online-communications 
guru Howard Rheingold takes schol- 
arly approach the new age media, 
teaching students “to chat, blog, tag, 
Wiki, avatar, comment, Twitter, and 
Flickr productively — and have some no- 
tion of how these practices affect self 
and community.” Across the pond 
Birmingham City University, you can 
even earn a one-year master’s degree in 
social networking and media. 

Here in New England, classroom 


studies of the “virtual world” described 
in depth by Rheingold are more focused 
on taking online skills and applying 
them to a corporate environment or a 
job search. Paving the way in this field 
are adult-education programs, not the 
region’s many hallowed but stubborn 
four-year institutions. 

At Emerson College’s Department 
Professional Studies and Special Pro- 
grams, for example, students can learn 
the ins and outs of blogging and writing 
effectively for Facebook, MySpace, and 
Web sites the school’s “Web Writing 
and Social Media” professional communi- 
cations course. 

Trent Bagley, an Emerson Professional 
Studies adjunct professor marketing 
(and the department’s marketing direc- 
tor), explains that the class like its 
unique graphic-novel and performing-arts 
administration programs — was created 
response student demand. “These 
are things that people have been asking 
for and looking for, and there’s a need for 
it,” he says, noting that students won't 
necessarily build these skills degree 
program. 

The one-session “Web Writing and So- 
cial Media” module ($79), offered in the 


fall and spring, was created help writ- 
ers fully utilize Web tools corporate 
vehicle.

When it comes to using these tools in 
the corporate world, Bagley adds, “It’s 
not about using a one-way dialogue as 
means it’s about engaging 
people in that dialogue.” Attention spans 
shrink when viewing the Web, he says, 
making concise and memorable mes- 
sage even more important than would 
be in, say, a mailed brochure. 

At the nearby, nonprofit Boston Cen- 
ter for Adult Education (BCAE), a similar 
course entitled “Marketing Your Busi- 
ness on the Web” ($52;$45/members) 
helps small-business owners reach the

The one-session course is sched- 
uled for November 5. 

According to BCAE External Affairs 
Manager Scott, the emerging 
field of social networking and the Web 
are still dynamic — there’s no one how-to 
source, in a book or online, for Web mar- 
keting, for example and these classes 
attract a much more diverse group than 


Continuing Education (COPACE), which 
will offer “21st Century New Media Cul- 
ture” to undergraduates and “Introduc- 
tion to New Media Technology” to gradu- 
ates starting this fall. 

The latter course covers audio and 
video podcasting, well social net- 
working and blogging, and leads students 
toward a “theoretical and practical under- 
standing” of the changing communica- 
tion and business worlds. Social media, 
according to Max Hess, assistant dean 
and director of graduate programs at CO- 
PACE, has become “a very hot subject for 
the communications program.” 


one may think. 

“These are not tools 
that a whole group of peo- 
ple have grown up with 
and utilized in a full ca- 
pacity, and think there’s 
a generation of people 
where the use of the In- 
ternet still has a stigma 
attached,” says Scott, re- 
ferring perceptions 
the Web as intimidating, 
dangerous, difficult, or 
“creepy.” 

To see what all the 
dot-com fuss is about, 
curious newbies seeking 
change can take “An 
Introduction to Social 
Media” ($50;$40/mem- 
bers), BCAE’s new, 90- 
minute evening course 
September geared 
toward “the average user” 
just getting started with 
MySpace, Twitter, Face- 
book, LinkedIn, YouTube, 
Digg, Wikis, Flickr, Xing, 
and other popular sites. 
Students will learn how 
set their profiles, 
what an avatar is, how 
separate your personal 
and professional online 
personas and protect your 
brand, and the impor- 
tance of privacy settings, 
among other skills. 

However, Scott notes

University in Cambridge, 
insists that professional 
training and quality 
product should remain 
important even the 
media evolves at an in- 
creasingly frenetic pace. 
“You have a very 
reader’s attention and 
to tell them something 
they haven't heard be- 
fore or to convey a very 
compelling message,” 


networking tools are use- 
ful to everyone — the most 
important thing, she 
says, is to find what sites are worthwhile 
you your business. “By taking 
class social media, going learn 
how to use those tools, and they may not 
right for you.” 

For individuals in between jobs, there’s 
“A Job Seeker's Guide to Social Media” 
($50;$40/members). The idea behind this 
single-session course that you use 
Twitter Facebook post your résumé 
and land a job, you’re also showing that 
you’re ready to apply those skills in the 
workplace. In addition, the September 28 
class teaches how to use LinkedIn, maxi- 
mize online-networking opportunities, 
and create professional image. 

Scott optimistic about these new 
classes and their broad reach. “I don’t 
think there’s any one traditional social 
media user or Internet user,” she says. 
“Like a lot of our classes, we typically get 
a lot of young professionals, but I think 
these apply lot people, especially 
people who are transition, someone 
who's ready to take the next step in their 
career or business. They’re ready for 
something more.” 

Other continuing-education programs 
are following similar paths. Taking the 
lead central Massachusetts Clark 
University’s College Professional and 


says Standring. “Most 
importantly, how do 
you stand out now that 
the explosion Web 
sites, blogs, and that kind of media is all 
around us? One thing that changed 
the need for focused, concise, and com- 
pelling writing.” 

Bloggers in Standring's class will learn 
professional skills like working with dead- 
lines and editors, as well as “the craft of 
doing condensed writing well: point 
view, voice, structure, and achieving uni- 
versal resonance.” The non-credit evening 
course runs from September 15 through 
October 6. 

Standring, former president the Na- 
tional Association Newspaper Columnists 
(which recently opened its membership to 
bloggers), said bloggers need instruction 
how to fact-check, maintain consistency, 
and earn a readership’s trust. “I think this 
is what makes a professional blogger stand 
out from the wannabes,” she says. Whether 
it’s online or in print, she stresses, power- 
ful, original, and writing 
key, and “it isn’t the art of the rant.” 

“We're in the middle of a revolution; 
there’s doubt about it,” she says. But 
the end, Standring confident that 
only the best writers prevail.
